Its device was two sharp- 
pornted claws holding a stone. Thepur- 
caassr. slipping it onhis finger, nonvet 
a aught scratch £from these elaws. UN 
points of which bent inward. Bis hand 
and arm very 'Shortly became swollen 
and painful; a doctor ws» sent for, who 
pronounced the slight scratch poisoned. 


Examination or the ring showed thai 


the claws were hollow, and that a poison- 
ous matter bad bsen contained in them: 
doubtless when flirt made, the rini 
would haw caused death, instead ol 
merely inconvenience, to its wearer, 
'Bugs intended to contain poison are 


frequently mentioned in ancient history ; 
it was common to carry one as a conven- 
ient means of suicide.

There is such perfect freedom of the 


preskin thia country that it is not easy for 
Americana to understand then frequenl 
and sever* penalties inflicted on tb 
French journals. 
We reflect thai 


France, like tie United States, in a Be- 
public; and there seems to be np gooc 
reason why the press ahoold be condemn 
ed for violent utterances in one Eepub- 
lic my more than in the other. 


The fact is, however, that French 


newspapers have always been dealt with 
severely by the various Governments 
which have succeeded each other in thai 
country. French rulers have one and 
all been afraid of the popular passions 
aroused by the utterances of able and 
hostile editors j and the chief men of the 
Republic have not yet learned (a* we 
have) that liberty in the expression oi 
opinions or of feelings through the press 
ii far less dangerous than their forcible 
repression. 


Under the Empire of Napoleon III, 


the liberties of the French press were 
much more restricted than they are now. 
Then, a newspaper could be suppressed, 
and its editor fined and imprisoned, at 
the mere will and decree of the Imperial 
Minister of the Interior. 


If a paper attacked the Emperor him- 


self, or even the measures which his ad- 
visers counselled him to take, all the 
minister had to do was to send down a 
posse of police and close up the newspa- 
per office, forbid its sale, and thrust the 
editor into jail. In the latter days of 
the Empire, however, the severity of the 
press law was somewhat relaxed. A 
newspaper could then only be suppressed 
after it had been prosecuted in s> court, 
and condemned by one of the judges for. 
"exciting to hatred and contempt of the 
Emperor or his Government" 


The Kepublic has yet further broaden- 


ed the liberties of the French press. 
Now, 
if a paper offends against the politi- 


cal power, it is prosecuted before the 
courts by a Government official The 
case is decided, not as in the later days 
of the Empire, by the judges, but by a 
jury; and thus the editor and his paper 
have a far better chance than formerly 
of escaping penalties. 


It is still true, however, that the 


French papers and their conductors are 
sometimes severely punished for articles 
which would scarcely attract attention, 
and would certainly never be officially 
noticed, in an English or an American 
journal. 


But freedom in France is yet young, 


and has much to learn. In tune, no 
doubt, the wise heads of that country 
will find out that a really free press 
would be a bulwark, and not a peril, to 
the Republic.
